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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-3, 5, and 6 are currently pending in this application and have been 
presented for examination based on applicant's amendment filed 12 June 2006. Claims 
1-3, 5, and 6 have now been allowed over the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 12 June 2006 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's response the 103(a) rejections : The examiner previously 
withdrew the 103(a) rejection in view of applicant's amendment to the claims and 
arguments submitted 15 December 2005. 

Regarding applicant's response the 101 rejections : The examiner now withdraws 
the 101 rejection in view of applicant's amendment to the claims filed 12 June 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3, 5, and 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record teaches certain elements of the claimed invention relating 
to a delay library specifying a model of Ids-Vds for a given gate potential with functional 
slew rate information specifying a fixed delay and modeling a MOS transistor as a fixed 
resistive element and power source that varies as time as noted in prior office actions. 
However, the prior art of record does not explicitly disclose the sequence of method 
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steps which further include modeling the MOS transistor by determining an operating 
current characteristic of the MOS transistor modeled and further segmenting the 
operating current characteristic based upon the delay library into a first region in which a 
current increases as a gate potential varies, a second region corresponding to a 
saturation region of the MOS transistor in which region the current gradually decreases 
as the gate potential remains constant and a third region corresponding to a linearity 
region of the MOS transistor in which region the current decreases as the gate potential 
remains constant and subsequently estimating the delay time of the MQS transistor and 
output, as now recited in independent claim 1. (See: specification page 15, line 15 to 
page 18, line 25, for example) Dependent claims 2, 3, 5, and 6 and deemed allowable 
as depending directly or indirectly from independent claim 1.
